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Gear left

Some of the material that commanders 
may now leave behind, including passen- 
ger vehicles and generators, are among 
what commanders in Afghanistan need 
most urgently, according to Pentagon 
memos. 

Officials involved say the approach 
has triggered arguments in the Pentagon 
over whether the effort to leave Iraqis ad- 
equately equipped is hurting the buildup 
in Afghanistan. Officials in the U.S. Cen- 
tral Command, which oversees both wars, 
have balked at some proposed handovers, 
and previously rejected an approach that 
would have granted base commanders 
even greater leeway.

Corruption study finds $10M 
is leaving Kabul airport daily

KABUL — An estimated $10 
million a day is smuggled out 
of Kabul International Airport 
in Afghanistan, rather than 
through secret routes over the 
mountains or across the desert, 
the country’s minister of finance 
said Sunday. 

The amount of corruption, by 
public officials and officials of 
private companies, makes Fi- 
nance Minister Omar Zakhilwal 
embarrassed to acknowledge 
while traveling that he is an Af- 


ghan, he says. 

“Corruption is a_ stronger 
threat than terrorism for Af- 
ghanistan,” said Zakhilwal, who 
was appointed in February and is 
the top financial adviser to Pres- 
ident Hamid Karzai. “It is a can- 
cer, a disease. It has destroyed 
the reputation of Afghanistan.” 

The $10 million figure comes 
from a 19-day U.S. study that 
estimated $190 million left the 
airport undetected during that 


period, said Zakhilwal as well as 
U.S. officials. No similar study 
was done for the international 
airport at Kandahar. Much of the 
cash ends up funding the Taliban 
insurgency, U.S. and Afghan of- 
ficials said. 

Zakhilwal’s comments were 
some of the most candid to date 
about the size and nature of cor- 
ruption under the government of 
Karzai.

STUTTGART, Germany 
— The Air Force has scrapped a 
2-week-old policy that prohibited 
recruits from having a tattoo on 
their right arm, and leaders are 
now conducting a review of the 
service’s personal-appearance 
regulations. 

Under the policy released Nov. 
25, potential recruits could not 
enter the service if they had a tat- 
too on their saluting arm, which 
created problems for more than 
two dozen recruits who were wait- 
ing for their basic training slots to 
open up. By scrapping the policy, 
those 26 recruits — who were en- 
rolled in the military’s Delayed 
Entry Program — will get a sec- 
ond chance to join the service, ac- 
cording to Amy Bartholomew, the 
chief of media for the Air Force 
Recruiting Service. 

As of Monday, 20 of the recruits 
are returning, three decided not to 
join, two are temporarily disqual- 


ified and one’s status is unknown, 
according to Christa D’Andrea, 
chief of Public Affairs for the Air 
Force Recruiting Service. Of the 
two temporary disqualifications, 
one is recovering from a vehicle 
accident and the other is recover- 
ing from a tattoo removal. 

The new policy had applied 
only to recruits, meaning airmen 
were not prohibited from getting 
a tattoo on their right arm after 
they finished basic training. 

The Nov. 25 guidance was in- 
tended to make sure recruits 
were in compliance with the Air 
Force tattoo policy and “were 
portraying a professional mili- 
tary image,” Bartholomew said in 
an e-mail. But a review of more 
than 6,000 trainees at boot camp 
found that more than 80 individu- 
als did not comply with the Air 
Force’s tattoo policy standards, 
she said. 

As a result, several Air Force 
agencies are conducting a review 
of the Dress and Personal Ap- 
pearance regulation to ensure 


that the policy is applied consis- 
tently across the Air Force. 

Until then, all airmen and re- 
cruits will follow the pre-exist- 
ing policy that bans tattoos and 
brands from covering 25 percent 
of an exposed body part while 
wearing physical training cloth- 
ing. Also, markings above the 
collar bone and visible while 
wearing short-sleeve shirts are 
unauthorized, as are tattoos and 
brands that are obscene or advo- 
cate sexual, racial, ethnic or reli- 
gious discrimination. 

Airmen also should expect 
some sort of tattoo documenta- 
tion program once the policy is 
re-released. 

When the Marine Corps made 
similar changes to its policy, for 
example, Marines had to have 
their pre-existing tattoos photo- 
graphed and documented to prove 
they had the tattoo before the new 
policy went into effect.

Friday in the wake of a fraterni- 
zation scandal that erupted on a 
recent deployment. 

The guided-missile destroyer 
and its crew of about 300 sail- 
ors left Norfolk in April for a 
six-month cruise to the Mediter- 
ranean and Arabian seas. They 
returned Oct. 19. 

At the helm was Cmdr. Paul 
Marquis, whose career includes 
service at the Pentagon, the Naval 
Academy and Joint Forces Com- 
mand. The top enlisted sailor was 
Command Master Chief Timothy 
Youell, a 25-year Navy veteran. 

Both were reassigned Friday to 
administrative jobs by Capt. Rob- 
ert C. Barwis, commander of De- 
stroyer Squadron 26, according 
to a Navy spokesman. The fallout 
doesn’t end there. Senior enlisted 
sailors punished for fraternizing 
with junior shipmates will likely 
see themselves out of the Navy 
for good. 

Lt. Cmdr. Phil Rosi, a spokes- 
man for the Navy’s Fleet Forc- 
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es Command, said at least one 
crewmember is facing criminal 
charges for an alleged sexual as- 
sault reported while the ship was 
in the Mediterranean. A second 
sexual assault, reported five days 
later, is still being investigated, 
Rosi said. 

Nine Williams crewmembers 
were punished last month for frat- 
ernization. The military forbids 
“unduly familiar” relationships 
between officers and enlisted 
sailors, as well as between junior 
and senior enlisted personnel. 
The relationships do not have to 
be romantic: Navy policy also for- 
bids living together, having pri- 
vate business partnerships and 
loaning one another money. 

Rosi would not comment on the 
nature of the Williams’ fraterni- 
zation cases, but said that nine 
sailors received nonjudicial pun- 
ishment for fraternization. Five 
were male chief petty officers, he 
said, and four were female junior 
enlisted sailors: one petty officer 


first class, two petty officers sec- 
ond class and one petty officer 
third class. 

Reports of the fraternization 
surfaced in October a few weeks 
before the ship returned. 

The chiefs involved are being 
processed for separation from 
the Navy, Rosi said. 

Adm. J.C. Harvey Jr., a four- 
star admiral who leads Fleet 
Forces Command, issued a state- 
ment about the firings. 

“Such a large number of frater- 
nization cases in one command is 
a clear indication of a leadership 
failure,’ Harvey said. “The re- 
sponsibility of the commanding 
officer for his or her command 
is absolute. It is our tradition 
that with responsibility goes au- 
thority and with them both goes 
accountability.” 

Neither Marquis nor Youell 
was implicated in the fraterniza- 
tion cases or alleged sexual as- 
saults. Their failures were ones 
of leadership, Rosi said. 
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Aiter long Afghanistan review, president held out for quick timetable, withdrawal date

WASHINGTON — President Barack 
Obama, seated at the head of a confer- 
ence table strewn with papers in the White 
House Situation Room, stared at charts 
showing various options for sending addi- 
tional U.S. troops into Afghanistan. 

He and his top national security advis- 
ers had been debating the way forward 
for two full months. On this day, Nov. 11, 
the president scanned the choices with a 
trace of irritation. At a meeting more than 
two weeks earlier, he had asked for a plan 
to deploy and pull out troops quickly — a 
surge similar to the one that his Republi- 
can predecessor had executed in Iraq, but 
with a fixed date to begin withdrawals. 

What was in front of Obama — scenarios 
that took too long to get in and too long to 
get out — was not what he wanted. 

“T don’t know how we can describe this 
as a surge,” he said in a tone that others 
around the table registered as annoyance. 

By the time Obama returned 10 days 
later from a trip to Asia, military officials 
had come up with plans to deploy troops 
much more rapidly than originally pro- 
posed by Gen. Stanley McChrystal, the top 
U.S. and NATO commander in Afghani- 
stan. The new plans also called for fewer 
U.S. troops than McChrystal had request- 
ed and specified that they would begin to 
come home by July 2011, starting a glide 
path toward ending a war that, according 
to opinion polls, only a minority of Ameri- 
cans think is worth fighting. 

As described in interviews by more than 
a dozen senior administration and mili- 
tary officials who took part in the strategy 
review, the final number of 30,000 more 
American troops and the timing of their 
deployment were among the last policy el- 
ements to be finalized. Obama’s new strat- 
egy, which he announced in an address to 
the nation last week from the U.S. Military 
Academy at West Point, N.Y., would push 
the total U.S. military force in Afghanistan 
to about 100,000 by mid-2010 and make 
new demands on NATO and other foreign 
partners. 

After one revelatory discussion about 
the mission’s goals, administration offi- 
cials changed their chief objective from 
trying to eliminate the Taliban to making 
sure insurgents could no longer threaten 
the Afghan government’s survival. 

In 25 hours of meetings that the presi- 
dent led over three months, participants 
reviewed in detail how complicated the 
war in Afghanistan had become. The ses- 
sions were fluid, influenced by the ghosts 
of Vietnam and Iraq, as well as the impera- 
tives of a soaring financial deficit. 

“What was interesting was the meta- 
morphosis,” said national security adviser 
James Jones, the only senior official who 
agreed to discuss the deliberations on the 
record. “I dare say that none of us ended 
up where we started.” 

Jones did not reveal his own position. 
But among a wide range of opinions as the 
process began, Vice President Joe Biden 
was known to oppose a major troop build- 
up. Defense Secretary Robert Gates was 
publicly leery, and some of Obama’s civil- 
ian advisers were privately opposed. When 
the president polled them on his final deci- 
sion two days before it was announced, all 
endorsed it. 

Obama and his war council gathered in 
the Situation Room for the first of what 
would be nine official review sessions, 
on a crisp Sunday in the second week of 
September. 


Attendance at the meetings varied de- 
pending on who was in Washington and 
on the issue under discussion, but the cen- 
tral cast around the table included Jones, 
Biden, the secretaries of State and De- 
fense, White House Chief of Staff Rahm 
Emanuel, Obama’s intelligence chiefs, and 
top generals and diplomats. Other senior 
advisers sat along the wall. 

Officials explored a range of subjects, in- 
cluding the nature of al-Qaida and Taliban 
havens in Pakistan, Jones said, as well as 
“the degree of corruption in Afghanistan. 
... Had we over-invested in the central 
government and underinvested in region- 
al and tribal leaders?” Other discussions 
centered on the capabilities of Afghan 
President Hamid Karzai and his security 
forces, what should be done in Pakistan 


and the effectiveness of civilian develop- 
ment efforts in Afghanistan. 

Biden — who had formed a grim as- 
sessment during a visit to Afghanistan in 
January and argued for fewer troops dur- 
ing the administration’s first war review in 
February and March — questioned costs 
and asked why more forces were needed in 
Afghanistan if the objective was to destroy 
al-Qaida sanctuaries in Pakistan. Some 
thought his analysis reflected a misun- 
derstanding of counterinsurgency and an 
overemphasis on bombs and missiles, but 
many, including Obama, found his sharp 
questioning invaluable. 

Gen. David Petraeus, who wrote the 
military’s counterinsurgency manual and 
was responsible for the “surge” strategy 
in Iraq, saw lessons from that conflict that 
needed to be considered. Some worried 
that he was drawing invalid parallels, but 
the president, an Obama adviser said, “was 
taken with his real-world experience.” 

Gates, who had been the deputy CIA 
director when the Soviet Union withdrew 
from its Afghanistan occupation in 1989, 
warned against a repeat of the subsequent 
U.S. abandonment of the region. Through- 
out the spring and summer, Gates had 
counseled against a massive U.S. “foot- 
print” in xenophobic Afghanistan. Richard 
Holbrooke, the administration’s special 
representative for Afghanistan and Paki- 
stan, had watched the U.S. buildup in Viet- 
nam as a junior foreign service officer in 
the early 1960s and felt he knew the mean- 
ing of quagmire. 

Obama’s style was to lead the meetings 
through questions, which he often jot- 
ted down in his small handwriting on a 
notepad. 

By early October, it was clear that a pro- 
cess initially envisioned as lasting a few 


weeks would take much longer. 

McChrystal’s chance to state his case 
came at an Oct. 8 meeting of Obama’s 
principal advisers, presided over by 
Jones. Speaking by video link from Kabul, 
McChrystal began with the policy un- 
derlying his approach, established by the 
White House review, hastily compiled in 
February, that led to Obama’s March 27 
strategy announcement and the deploy- 
ment of nearly 22,000 new troops through 
the spring and summer. 

His lean face, hovering on the screen 
at the end of the table, was replaced by a 
mission statement on a slide: “Defeat the 
Taliban. Secure the Population.” 

“Ts that really what you think your mis- 
sion is?” one of those in the Situation Room 
asked. 





That was precisely his mission, McChrys- 
tal responded, and it was enshrined in the 
Strategic Implementation Plan — the exe- 
cution orders for the March strategy, writ- 
ten by the National Security Council staff. 

“T wouldn’t say there was quite a ‘whoa’ 
moment,” a senior defense official said of 
the reaction around the table. “It was just 
sort of a recognition that, ‘Duh, that’s what 
in effect the commander understands he’s 
been told to do.’ Everybody said, ‘He’s 
right.’” 

“Tt was clear that Stan took a very literal 
interpretation of the intent” of the NSC 
document, said Jones, who had signed the 
orders himself. “I’m not sure that in his po- 
sition I wouldn’t have done the same thing, 
as a military commander.” But what he 
created in his assessment “was obviously 
something much bigger and more longer- 
lasting ... than we had intended.” 

Whatever the administration might 
have said in March, officials explained to 
McChrystal, it now wanted something less 
absolute: to reverse the Taliban’s momen- 
tum, deter it, and try to persuade a sig- 
nificant number of its members to switch 
sides. 

McChrystal had offered three options 
for new troop levels — 10,000, 40,000 and 
80,000 — each with a time frame for de- 
ployment and a level of risk. The 10,000 
and the 80,000 were “throwaways,” a de- 
fense participant said. With new objectives 
for Afghanistan and Pakistan beginning to 
solidify, Obama had been convinced by his 
generals of the need for additional forces 
to break the Taliban’s momentum, but he 
had yet to settle on a number and a sched- 
ule for their deployment. 

At a meeting Oct. 26, as he studied 
McChrystal’s proposal for 40,000 new 
troops to flow into Afghanistan between 


March 2010 and the summer of 2011, the 
president first made clear that he wanted a 
faster troop deployment than he had been 
shown. 

Obama was also not initially optimistic 
about recruiting more allied troops. “Have 
they checked with their political leaders? 
Because they don’t seem to be in favor of 
it,’ he told Gates at one point during the 
deliberations when the defense secretary 
raised the possibility of convincing the 
Europeans. The remark prompted some 
laughter. 

But gradually, Jones said, they decided 
that a more achievable strategy, coupled 
with better consultation and Obama’s pop- 
ularity in Europe, would spark new interest 
and resolve. “It morphed into: We’re going 
to share this with NATO,” Jones said. 

Meanwhile, Obama wanted to send a 
signal to Afghan President Karzai that 
“this is not open-ended,” recalled one ad- 
viser who was present. Karl Eikenberry, 
the U.S. ambassador in Kabul, had argued 
for weeks that an undefined troop commit- 
ment would increase Karzai’s dependence 
on the U.S. government. 

Turning to Petraeus early in the Nov. 11 
meeting, Obama said, “What I’m looking 
for is a surge.” As a U.S. senator, Obama 
had opposed the troop increase in Iraq and 
never fully embraced its apparent success 
as a candidate. 

What Obama wanted to know, Jones said, 
was: “Can we do it quicker? If we narrow 
the mission, and tighten the timelines, are 
there some effects we can achieve quick- 
er?” It was a question that the military had 
often answered negatively, he said. “They 
just said ... we can’t do it any faster, be- 
cause of logistics or whatever. Everybody 
[had] accepted that.” 

Following his return from Asia, Obama 
convened a Nov. 23 session on how to gain 
leverage over the Karzai government. Gen. 
James Cartwright, a Marine Corps avia- 
tor and vice chairman of the Joint Chiefs, 
argued that the number of additional U.S. 
troops was less important than how quick- 
ly they arrived and departed. A deadline, 
he said, might focus Karzai’s mind. 

The discussion set in motion Obama’s de- 
cision to announce a withdrawal deadline 
— a part of the strategy that Republican 
congressional leaders, in particular, have 
argued would encourage the Taliban to sit 
out the war until then. Gates insisted that 
language qualifying the pace of the draw- 
down as “conditions-based” be inserted in 
Obama’s speech. 

Just after twilight on Nov. 29, Obama 
gathered Biden, Gates, Petraeus, Jones, 
Emanuel, Cartwright and Adm. Mike Mul- 
len, chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, in 
the Oval Office. He had called Secretary of 
State Hillary Rodham Clinton earlier. 

He had made his decision. 

Thirty thousand additional U.S. troops 
would arrive in Afghanistan by summer, 
and NATO would be asked to send at least 
5,000 forces. A full review would occur in 
December 2010 to determine where, and 
at what pace, the strategy was working. 
In July 2011, troops would begin to return 
home, although no timeline would be set 
for full withdrawal. 

Obama then went around the room 
asking one question: Do you support the 
strategy? 

“If they didn’t support the decision, he 
was going to issue another decision” until 
there was unanimity, a senior administra- 
tion official said. “But it was his assess- 
ment that everyone could and should get 
behind it.” 

Each of them did.

DOD to offer longer civilian tours in S. Korea

PYEONGTAEK, South Korea — 
Defense Department civilians will now 
be able to serve tours of up to three 
years with their families in most parts 


of South Korea, officials said Monday. 

About 3,000 civilians work for DOD 
in South Korea. The change applies 
to the 2,800 or so employees in the 
Appropriated Funds personnel category, 
regardless of which branch of service 
they work for, officials said. 

The longer tours are part of the U.S. 
military’s recent drive to station person- 
nel in South Korea for longer periods 
and accompanied by their families, an 
effort known as tour normalization. 

Until recently, most active-duty troops 


served one-year tours without families. 
But those with families may now serve 
two- and three-year tours. 

Most Defense Department civilians in 
South Korea accompanied by families 
served two-year tours, and some were 
even shorter. 

“We want the civilian tours to mirror 
the military tours to the extent pos- 
sible,’ said John McCrarey, director 
of human resources management for 
Eighth U.S. Army. 

“It really is in keeping with the com- 
mander’s intent that Korea be consid- 
ered a normal duty station. It’s similar 
to what they do in Europe as well — it’s 
three-year tours.” 

The new longer tours include the pos- 
sibility of extensions, officials said. 

However, the affected employees are 


still subject to the Defense Department’s 
policy guidance that limits them to 
five years of consecutive service in an 
overseas location, unless a commander 
grants an exception, McCrarey said. 

The Pentagon in August approved 
a U.S. Forces-Korea request for the 
longer tours, and USFK put them into 
effect last month, he said. 

In the Seoul and Daegu regions, civil- 
ians had been allowed two-year tours 
accompanied by families. USFK may 
now offer three-year tours. 

In the Pyeongtaek region, tours had 
been one-year unaccompanied, but now 
may be three years accompanied. 

Civilians in the region north of 
Seoul had been restricted to one-year 
unaccompanied tours. Under the new 
policy they may now serve two years 


accompanied. 

Most of the 150 Air Force civilian jobs 
affected are those at Osan and Kunsan 
air bases, as well as a few at other sites 
around the peninsula, said Mark Shores, 
civilian personnel officer at Osan Air 
Base in Pyeongtaek. 

Officials expect the change to benefit 
both the employees and the organiza- 
tions they work for. 

“T think from the employees’ perspec- 
tive, you have some stability, that you 
know that you’re going to be there for a 
full three-year period,” McCrarey said. 
“From the management side, we get 
more stability, less turning, people com- 
ing for two years, and going.”

Historians connect 
mini-sub debris to 
Pearl Harbor attack

The remains of a Japanese 
mini-submarine that partici- 
pated in the Dec. 7, 1941, attack 
on Pearl Harbor have been dis- 
covered, researchers planned to 
report, offering strong evidence 
that the sub fired its torpedoes at 
Battleship Row. 

That could settle a long-stand- 
ing argument among historians. 

Five mini-subs were to par- 
ticipate in the strike, but four 
were scuttled, destroyed or run 
aground without being a factor 
in the attack. The fate of the fifth 
has remained a mystery. But a 
variety of new evidence suggests 
that the fifth fired its two 800- 
pound torpedoes, most likely at 
the battleships West Virginia and 
Oklahoma, capsizing the latter. 
Researchers think the mini-sub’s 
crew scuttled it in nearby West 
Loch.

“There is a good chance that 
this is the Pearl Harbor midget, 
but I don’t think the case is closed 
on it,” Burlingame said. “At this 
point, it is not hard evidence.” 

The two-man, nearly 80-foot- 
long sub in question does not have 
aname of its own. Each of the five 
subs in the attack was carried bya 
conventional submarine and took 
its name from the mother boat. It 
is thus called the I-16-tou — tou 
being Japanese for boat. Powered 
by a 600-horsepower electric 
motor, the sub could reach un- 
derwater speeds 
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of Saipan were 
destroyed in an 
ammunition ex- 
plosion that killed 
200 sailors and wounded hun- 
dreds more. 

When the Navy scooped up the 
remains of the so-called LSTs and 
dumped them outside the harbor, 
it apparently also dumped the 
mini-sub’s remains, which were 
mixed with damaged U.S. ships. 

“Tt’s not often that a historian 
gets a chance to rewrite his- 
tory,” said marine historian and 
former Navy submariner Parks 
Stephenson, who pieced together 
the evidence for the television 
program “Nova.” “The capsiz- 
ing of the Oklahoma is the second 
most iconic event of the attack. 
If one submarine could get in in 
1941 and hit a battleship, who

Stephenson got involved in 
2007 because he was looking for 
the fifth Japanese mini-sub.

That indicated to Stephenson that 
the mini-sub had found a calm 
place in the harbor and hidden 
until the next night before surfac- 
ing and sending the call. 

The crew members would have 
then scuttled the craft. The West 
Loch would have been a good lo-

could find no boat there. 

A diver who had been looking 
for the mini-sub suggested that 
Stephenson talk to Kerby, who 
sent him pictures of his find. 

Stephenson said the Japanese 
navy modified net cutters on the 
subs for specific missions, and the 
one on the wreck was identical to 
those on the other mini-subs. 

No torpedoes were found on 
the wreck, and evidence suggests 
that they were not present when 
the boat was sunk. 

A newly declassified photo- 
graph taken by a Japanese plane 
during the attack appeared to 
show a mini-sub firing into Bat- 
tleship Row. A report to Congress 
in 1942 by Adm. Chester W. Nim- 
itz describes an unexploded 800- 
pound torpedo recovered after 
the battle. 

That’s twice the size carried by 
the torpedo bombers. 

That torpedo was apparent- 
ly a dud that missed the West 
Virginia. 

An examination of the remains 
of the Oklahoma shows that it ap- 
parently had underwater damage 
much larger than that associated 
with aerial torpedoes.

Mullen tells troops 
casualties will rise 
during Afghan surge

FORT CAMPBELL, Ky. — The 
nation’s highest-ranking military 
officer Monday told soldiers, in- 
cluding many bound for Afghani- 
stan, that he expects casualties to 
rise next year as additional U.S. 
troops pour into the war. 

Adm. Mike Mullen, the chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
answered soldiers’ questions for 
about an hour at this sprawling 
Army post on the Kentucky-Ten- 
nessee line. Many at Fort Campbell 
already had orders for Afghanistan 
before President Barack Obama 
unveiled his plan last week to add 
about 30,000 new troops to about 
70,000 already there. 

“T am sure we will sustain an 
increase in the level of casualties 
and I don’t want to be in any way 
unclear about that,” he told about 
700 troops. “This is what hap- 
pened in Iraq during the surge 
and as tragic as it is, to turn this 
thing around, it will be a part of 
this surge as well.” 


“T expect a tough fight in 2010,” 
Mullen said. 

Mullen was due to talk later in 
the day at Camp Lejeune, N.C., the 
Marine Corps base that will sup- 
ply about 1,500 Marines for the 
first surge units by Christmas. 

At Fort Campbell, Capt. Mat- 
thew O’Neill, 31, a member of 
the 101st Aviation Brigades, said 
he expects his scheduled deploy- 
ment next year to Afghanistan 
may be sooner than expected. 

“T just think the support that is 
needed in Afghanistan is finally 
getting put in,” he said after Mul- 
len’s talk. 

Mullen, the president’s senior 
military adviser, said Obama’s 
announcement last week of a 
scheduled transition to a greater 
role for Afghan forces starting in 
July 2011 wasn’t a deadline for 
pulling out troops. 

“President Obama has not said 
we are leaving,” he told the troops. 
“There’s no deadline, there’s no 
amount of troops that will come 
out in July 2011 and there’s no 
withdrawal date.”

BAGHDAD — Iraq’s electoral 
commission on Monday recom- 
mended a 45-day delay in parlia- 
mentary elections until Feb. 27, 
raising concerns that the post- 
poned balloting could complicate 
the planned withdrawal of U.S. 
combat troops and bring a pos- 
sible surge of violence. 

American commanders have 
noted the chance of increased 
pre-election bloodshed aimed at 
destabilizing the pro-Western 
government. A series of attacks 
occurred around the country as 
officials tried to hammer out the 
election timetable, including an 
explosion outside a Baghdad el- 
ementary school that killed 10 
people, including six children. 

The recommendation for Feb. 


27 voting was sent to Iraq’s presi- 
dential council, which still must 
approve it, said Qassim al-Aboudi, 
a senior electoral commission 
official. Though other dates re- 
mained on the table, there was 
little reason to believe the council 
would raise objections. 

The delay from the original Jan. 
16 date is needed to give authori- 
ties time to prepare after months 
of political stalemate that was fi- 
nally broken with a dramatic vote 
by lawmakers Sunday just min- 
utes before a midnight deadline 
on adopting new voting rules. 

There were concerns the delay 
could throw snags into withdrawal 
plans for the U.S. military, which 
is keeping the bulk of its 120,000 
troops in place until the vote. 

The top American commander 
in Iraq, Gen. Ray Odierno, had 
ordered the bulk of the pullout to 


begin 60 days after January bal- 
loting. It was unclear whether Odi- 
erno has adjusted the order with 
elections now likely to be delayed. 

As the political deliberations 
have dragged on, insurgents 
have shown their capability of 
carrying out large-scale attacks 
against Iraqi security forces and 
civilians. 

The latest attack came outside 
an elementary school in Bagh- 
dad’s Shiite district of Sadr City, 
where police and witnesses gave 
conflicting information about 
whether the explosion was caused 
by a bomb, a rocket or an explod- 
ing weapons cache. 

Among the at least nine people 
killed were six children between 
the ages of 6 and 12, said officials. 
Thirty children were among the 
52 wounded, two hospital officials 
said.

U.S. commanders in Iraq say 
they have been judicious in as- 
sessing what equipment to ear- 
mark for donation. Alan Estevez, 
a deputy undersecretary of de- 
fense, wrote in an e-mail that “an 
important and vital goal is to leave 
behind fully functioning bases to 
the Government of Iraq to enable 
Iraq’s civil capacities.” 

But a U.S. military official 
critical of the process said the 
new regulations allow too much 
latitude to commanders, provide 
little oversight and fail to account 
for the urgent need of American 
forces in Afghanistan, which need 
the same kinds of items that the 
troops in Iraq are leaving behind. 


Brig. Gen. Peter Bayer, the chief 
of staff for the ground forces com- 
mand in Iraq, said that though the 
Army wanted to make equipment 
available to units in Afghanistan, 
it was often more cost-effective to 
donate vehicles and other goods 
to the cash-strapped Iraqi gov- 
ernment than to pack and ship it. 

“In many cases, we’ll spend 
more between labor and trans- 
portation than the equipment is 
worth,” Bayer said. “We’re not 
talking about green Army trucks 
or weapons systems or night-vi- 
sion capabilities.” 

Senior military officials have 
said that getting new equipment 
into Afghanistan presents a major 
logistical challenge. 


Pentagon orders 16,000 troops for Afghan buildup

ARLINGTON, Va. — About 
16,000 troops with the first wave 
of the Afghanistan surge are ex- 
pected to be in country by the end 
of spring. 

Later this month, 1,500 Ma- 
rines from Camp Lejeune, N.C., 
will deploy to Afghanistan, lead- 


ing the increase of up to 33,000 
extra troops, Pentagon spokesman 
Bryan Whitman said on Monday.

Drum, N.Y., deploying in spring 
to train Afghan security forces. 

m@ About 4,100 “enablers,” such 
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as military police, deploying dur- 
ing the spring. 

These enablers will come from 
all of the services and cover a 
wide range of capabilities in 
areas such as medicine, aviation, 
engineers, logistics, Military Po- 
lice and surveillance, said Army 
spokesman Gary Tallman. 
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“To the extent we can leverage 
equipment that’s being retrograd- 
ed out of Iraq, we’re going to do 
that to make that a little easier,” 
Brig. Gen. John Nicholson, the di- 
rector of the Pentagon’s Pakistan- 
Afghanistan Coordination Cell, 
said last week in an online discus- 
sion with bloggers.

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U.S., Turkey pledge cooperation in terror fight

WASHINGTON — President Barack 
Obama said Monday the United States and 
Turkey are committed to defeating terror- 
ism wherever it occurs. 

Obama thanked Turkish Prime Minister 
Recep Tayyip Erdogan and the Turkish 
people for their commitments in Afghani- 
stan. Turkey took over the rotating com- 
mand of the NATO peacekeeping operation 
in Kabul last month and doubled its num- 
ber of troops to around 1,750. However, it 
has resisted repeated U.S. requests to send 
its troops on combat operations. 

Obama spoke in the White House along- 


side the Turkish prime minister after the 
two met privately. 

The meeting came at a time of rising 
Turkish influence in the Middle East and 
Central Europe. 

Before leaving for Washington, Erdogan 
said Turkey has already contributed the 
“necessary number” of troops in Afghani- 
stan, and that Turkish military and police 
will train their Afghan counterparts and 
press ahead with health, education and in- 
frastructure projects there. 

Turkey’s participation in the Afghan 
mission carries enormous symbolic impor- 
tance because it is the only Muslim coun- 
try working with U.S. troops to beat back 


resurgent Taliban and deny al-Qaida a 
sanctuary. 

More broadly, however, the United States 
would like Turkey to use its sway as a re- 
gional power and Muslim majority ally to 
help solve some of its foreign policy prob- 
lems. But the two sides disagree on many 
important issues. 

Turkey has sought to become a mediator 
for the United States with Iran and Arab 
countries, but it is unclear whether the 
Obama administration is eager for Ankara 
to play that role. 

Thetwo sides disagree on sanctions against 
Iran and the administration is uneasy about 
recent Turkish disputes with Israel.

Corruption: U.S. stepping up efforts to cut cash flow from Afghanistan

Zakhilwal was speaking at the beginning 
of a four-day conference, sponsored by the 
U.S. Embassy here, in which Department 
of Homeland Security officials are tutor- 
ing Afghan customs officials and others on 
detection methods. 

Zakhilwal said much of the cash alleg- 
edly comes from drug cartels, eager to get 
the money to Dubai, which is a leading fi- 
nancial hub and the main destination for 
flights from Kabul. The rest may be from 
corrupt officials or otherwise law-abiding 
businesses that wish to dodge taxes. 

The daily loss deprives the cash-poor 
government of tax money that could be 
used for improvements in transportation, 
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medical care and education, officials said. 

If the Afghan government has done little 
to stop the cash smuggling, the U.S. also 
has not been particularly vigilant. 

“For years,” said a U.S. federal govern- 
ment investigator who was not authorized 
to speak publicly about the issue, “the U.S. 
government has failed to pay proper at- 
tention to the flow of drug money into and 
out of Afghanistan and the pockets of the 
leaders of the insurgency and the Afghan 
government itself.” 

In recent months, U.S. agencies have 
stepped up their efforts to interdict the 
flow of cash “but the effort needs to be 
broader than just Afghanistan and it needs 
to encompass tougher measures in places 
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like Dubai and the other city-states of the 
United Arab Emirates as well as key coun- 
tries in Europe,” the investigator said. 

Under Afghan and international law, 
anyone taking more than $10,000 over 
an international border must report that 
amount to both countries. But as a practi- 
cal matter, the law is barely, if at all, en- 
forced in Afghanistan. 

EK. Wayne Anthony, a U.S. ambassador 
serving as coordinating director for de- 
velopment and economic affairs in Af- 
ghanistan, said that cracking down on cash 
smuggling is a step toward establishing a 
government that protects “the wider inter- 
est of all the people, not the narrow inter- 
est of the few and powerful.” 
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In an interview broadcast Sunday with 
CNN correspondent Christiane Amanpour, 
Karzai said that “the issue of corruption 
has been politically overplayed by some of 
our partners in the international commu- 
nity” and that he has not gotten credit for 
his anti-corruption efforts. 

“There are governors who have gone 
to prison,” he said. “There are governors 
who are dismissed and are under inves- 
tigation. A minister was dismissed from, 
from the middle of the Cabinet. Others are 
dismissed.” 

Karzai is expected to announce his se- 
lections for a new Cabinet this week, with 
U.S. officials and Karzai’s political oppo- 
nents expected to scrutinize the selections 
for possible ties to corruption.

Music, irreverence earn top honor

WASHINGTON — Nearly 40 
years ago, a Kenyan father was 
visiting his son in Hawaii and 
took him to his first jazz concert. 
The boy was Barack Obama and 
the performer was jazz great 
Dave Brubeck. 

“lve been a jazz fan ever 
since,” the president said Sunday, 
crediting the pianist and com- 
poser with bringing jazz into the 
mainstream and transforming it 
with new rhythms. “The world 
that he opened up for a 10-year- 
old boy was spectacular.” 

Obama greeted Brubeck at the 
White House on the musician’s 
89th birthday. The musician was 
lauded with the Kennedy Center 
Honors, along with rocker Bruce 
Springsteen, actor Robert De 
Niro, comic genius Mel Brooks 
and opera singer Grace Bumbry. 

A surprise list of stars per- 
formed as part of the nation’s 
highest honors for those who 
have defined American culture 
through the arts. It’s part of a liv- 
ing memorial to President John F. 
Kennedy. 

Jon Stewart opened the tribute 
to Springsteen, recounting his 
theory on The Boss’ origins. 





“T’m not a music critic, nor his- 
torian, nor archivist,’ Stewart 
said. “But I am from New Jersey. 
And so I can tell you what I be- 
lieve. ... I believe that Bob Dylan 
and James Brown had a baby.” 

John Mellencamp sang “Born 
in the U.S.A.,” Jennifer Nettles 
from Sugarland did “Glory Days” 
with a country twist, Melissa 
Etheridge rocked the house with 
“Born To Run” to a standing ova- 
tion and Sting ended the musical 
tribute with “The Rising” with 
help from a choir. 

About 300 guests, including 
Jack Black, Edward Norton, 
Matthew Broderick, Ben Stiller, 
Martin Scorsese, Philip Seymour 
Hoffman celebrated the group 
with a reception in the East Room 
of the White House. 

“These performers are indeed 
the best,” Obama said. “They are 
also living reminders of a single 
truth — and I’m going to steal a 
line from Michelle here — the 
arts are not somehow apart from 
our national life, the arts are the 
heart of our national life.” 

Springsteen, 60, said the 
award was different than other 
accolades. 

“We worked really hard for 
our music to be part of American 
life and our fans’ lives,” he said. 


“So it’s an acknowledgment that 
you’ve kind of threaded your way 
into the culture in a certain way. 
It’s satisfying.” 

The show will air nationwide 
Dec. 29 on CBS. 

The honors were heartfelt for 
the 66-year-old De Niro. Meryl 
Streep opened with a tribute to 
her friend who she said was ex- 
acting with details as an actor, 
director and producer. 

“He did what I and my drama 
school friends dreamed of — to 
disappear and morph into a [char- 
acter],” she said. 

Later, Aretha Franklin re- 
counted highlights from Bum- 
bry’s career. As a 25-year-old 
singer, Bumbry broke racial bar- 
riers in 1961 in Richard Wagner’s 
“Tannhauser” in Bayreuth, Ger- 
many. Many conservative opera- 
goers were infuriated. But by the 
end of the performance, the au- 
dience applauded for 30 minutes 
and drew 42 curtain calls. 

“T think when all my awards go 
to eBay, it will be the last,” Brooks 
said of the Kennedy Center me- 
dallion before the show. “That’s 
how much I treasure it.” 

Jack Black saluted Brooks with 
a rendition of “Men in Tights,” 
and Harry Connick Jr. sang 
“High Anxiety.”

WASHINGTON — Long before 
a pair of gate-crashers penetrat- 
ed a White House state dinner, 
the Secret Service had detailed 
for its internal use a lengthy list 
of security breaches dating to 
the Carter administration — in- 
cluding significant failures in 
the agency’s protection of the 
president. 

A summary of a secret 2003 
report obtained by The Washing- 
ton Post, along with descriptions 
of more recent incidents by fed- 
eral Homeland Security officials, 
places Tareq and Michaele Sala- 
hi squarely in a rogues’ gallery of 
autograph hounds, publicity seek- 
ers, unstable personalities and 
others identified by the Secret 
Service as defeating its check- 
points at least 91 times since 
1980. 

The document, the most com- 
plete accounting of recent Secret 
Service security breakdowns, in- 
cludes officers mistakenly admit- 
ting to the White House grounds 
a family in a minivan, a man 
believed to be a delivery driver, 
and a woman previously known 
to agents after she had falsely 
claimed a “special relationship” 
with Bill Clinton. 

The only assailant to injure a 
president in the past three de- 
cades was John Hinckley, who 
shot and wounded Ronald Rea- 
gan in 1981. 


The list of security breaches 
exposes significant gaps that 
could be exploited by would-be 
assassins, the document states, 
and erode “one of the best tools 
for deterring future attempts” — 
an aura of invulnerability around 
the White House. 

A Secret Service official con- 
firmed the authenticity of the un- 
classified document. 

After the appearance at last 
month’s state dinner by the 
Salahis, the Secret Service has 
launched a criminal investiga- 
tion into the couple and a sweep- 
ing internal review of security 
procedures. Offering a rare pub- 
lic apology for the incident, the 
agency’s director, Mark Sullivan, 
characterized it as a “pure and 
simple ... case of human error.” 

The historical list of perimeter 
breaches indicates that intrud- 
ers have reached the president 
or another person under Secret 
Service protection eight times 
since 1980, including the Salihis. 
Four of the incidents involved the 
same man. 

The summary paints a dis- 
turbing picture of how difficult 
it is to stop determined intruders 
— often mentally ill — even as it 
notes that violent or commando- 
style raids have not occurred, 
and that terrorists or organized 
adversaries are unlikely to risk a 
head-on attack.

Greek youths riot in Athens for second day

ATHENS, Greece — Masked 
youths smashed store windows 
and hurled rocks and firebombs 
at riot police who responded with 
tear gas Monday in a second day of 
violence during commemorations 
of last year’s fatal police shooting 
of a teenager. 

The death last year of 15-year- 
old Alexis Grigoropoulos led to 
some of the worst rioting Greece 
had ever seen, with gangs of 
youths smashing, looting and 
burning stores in cities across the 
country for two weeks, protesting 
heavy-handed police tactics.

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Athens. Several dozen youths at 
the tail end of the march attacked 
riot police with rocks, firebombs 
and firecrackers, smashing some 
of the bus stops, telephone booths 
and storefronts not damaged in 
Sunday’s demonstration. 

Protesters injured a passer-by 
who attempted to intervene, beat- 
ing the middle-aged man uncon- 
scious. Police detained at least 
three youths. 

Some demonstrators tried to 
prevent clashes, shouting at the 
groups of youths instigating the 
violence, but to little avail. 

“T’m here to play at beating up 
the police. What’s your problem?” 
one young rioter retorted to a 
student who admonished him for 
causing trouble. 

Minor clashes also broke out 





during a march of about 2,000 
people in Greece’s second-largest 
city of Thessaloniki in the north, 
where riot police fired tear gas to 
disperse youths pelting them with 
rocks. 

Police said Monday that 784 
people had been detained, includ- 
ing 136 people who were arrested, 
for public order offenses in con- 
nection with the demonstrations 
across Greece. Those detained 
included 58 foreigners, including 
people from Turkey, France, Ger- 
many, Italy and Albania. 

Five demonstrators and 16 po- 
lice were injured in Athens during 
Sunday’s demonstration — includ- 
ing a woman who was seriously 
hurt when she was struck by a po- 
lice officer who lost control of his 
motorbike. 


Basij militiamen, some on mo- 
torcycles, charged the crowds. 
The plainclothes Basijis beat 
protesters on the head and shoul- 
ders as the crowd scattered, then 
regrouped on nearby street cor- 
ners, setting tires on fire to ward 
off the stinging tear gas. Nearby, 
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olice clash with demonstrators 


protesters and Basijis pelted each 
other with stones, the witnesses 
said, speaking on condition of an- 
onymity for fear of retaliation. 

Inside Tehran University, hard- 
line students loyal to the govern- 
ment clashed with protesters in 
scuffles and fist-fights. The hard- 
line students — numbering about 
2,000 — held their own march 
through the university, waving 
pictures of Khamenei and Ira- 
nian flags and chanting “death 
to the hypocrites,’ a reference 
to Mousavi and other opposition 
leaders. 

Protests erupted at seven other 
universities in Tehran and on 
campuses on at least six other 
cities, the New York-based Inter- 
national Campaign for Human 
Rights in Iran reported. 

At Tehran’s Amir Kabir Uni- 
versity, Basiji militiamen entered 
the campus and tried to break up 
a march by students, witnesses 
said. The Basijis pushed and 
shoved the students, dragging 
some away. At Sharif University, 
Tehran’s premier techology uni- 
versity, thousands of students 
blocked the main road leading 
into the campus, witnesses said.

46 killed in pair of blasts in Pakistan

LAHORE, Pakistan — Bombings in two Paki- 
stan cities killed 46 people Monday, as militants 
struck back in the wake of an army offensive 
against a Taliban stronghold in the northwest 
near the Afghan border. 

Two synchronized bombs ripped through 
a market popular with women in the eastern 
Pakistani city of Lahore about 9 p.m., igniting 
a massive fire that killed 36 people, authorities 
said. Hours earlier a suicide bomber killed 10 
people outside a courthouse in the northwestern 
city of Peshawar. 

About 100 people were wounded in the attacks 
in Lahore, which were timed to take place when 
the Moon Market was as its busiest. Authorities 


initially said both bombs were believed to be 
remote-controlled, but they later said a suicide 
bomber was suspected to have carried out at 
least one of them. 

The blasts came within 30 seconds of each 
other, leaving dozens of cars and shops ablaze 
late into the night. 

Many victims were women and children, in- 
cluding a dead 2-year-old, a police officer said. 

Most of the militant attacks in recent weeks 
have been directed at security forces, though 
several have targeted crowded public spaces like 
markets, apparently to create public anger and 
increase pressure on the government to call a 
halt to the offensive. More than 400 people have 
been killed since the beginning of October.

He 
starts the first record spinning 
as a percolating beat fills the 
classroom, then twiddles some 
knobs. 

“Bing, bing, boom. There it 
is,’ Freddy Fresh says while 
showing the student the precise 
beat where to stop the platter. 
“Let’s hear it. Scratch a little 
so we can hear the top of it.” 

The student “scratches” the 
record, moving his left hand 
back and forth, then lets the 
disc go. 

“Perfect,” 
declares. 

A professional DJ since 1992, 
Freddy Fresh (real name Fred- 
rick Schmid) is among the new 
teachers brought in by McNally 
Smith College of Music for a hip- 
hop studies program that school 
officials say is the first in the 
nation. 

The private downtown St. 
Paul college — where rapper- 
actor Ice Cube already funds a 
scholarship for music technol- 
ogy studies — began the hip-hop 
program in September and hopes 
the first students, after complet- 
ing a recorded project and a live 
performance, get their diploma 
certificates at commencement 
next summer. 

Even though hip-hop is only 30 years old, 
McNally Smith officials say the urban cul- 
ture of rap has become a dominating com- 
mercial force and deserves serious study. 
Students say they enjoy the chance to learn 
from established rappers and DJs. 

“What I like the most about it is there 
are actual artists teaching us, as opposed 
to just some guy coming in a suit and tie 
and being like, “This is what hip-hop is,’” 
said student Tim Wagner, 19, who came to 
McNally Smith to learn studio production 
and polish his MC skills. 

“They know what they’re talking about 
because they’ve done it.” 

College classes on the language of hip- 
hop or how to work turntables are not

DJ Grandmaster Flash and 

rapper Chuck D of Public Enemy, and the 
University of Wisconsin-Madison recently 
hosted a semester-long fall lecture series 
on hip-hop. Marcyliena Morgan, a profes- 
sor at Harvard University, founded The 
Hiphop Archive in 2002. 

But McNally Smith is offering a full, 45- 
credit, three-semester hip-hop program. 
Courses include “Deejay Techniques,” 
“Diaspora of African Music” and “The 
Language of Rap and Spoken Word III.” 
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The school hopes 
that hip-hop grads will then 
enter McNally Smith’s two- or four-year 
programs, where those students can apply 
some of their credits, said Cliff Wittstruck, 
dean of academic affairs. 

The hip-hop program grew out of a sum- 
mer workshop at McNally Smith that at- 
tracted 22 young people, mainly of high 
school age. When it was time to draw up 
courses for the college program, organiz- 
ers made sure “that it was not just some- 
thing that was sort of, ‘Oh, we’re going 
to have a hip-hop diploma and somebody

grab the graffiti font and we’ll be 
all set,” said workshop director 
Sean McPherson, bassist and lead- 
er of the Twin Cities hip-hop band 
Heiruspecs. 
Program coordinator ‘Toki 
Wright, a Twin Cities MC and poet, 
said the program aims to teach all 
the behind-the-scenes roles in hip- 
hop: promoters, DJs and producers. 
Classes on hip-hop business prac- 
tices, music production and history 
are all offered.

She said she could have used some formal 
training when she was learning to rap. 

“T did a lot of my learning in a Festiva 
parked outside an Old Country Buffet 
while one of the guys who was my mentor 
was pounding on the hood of the car. He 
goes, ‘Nope, you’re not getting it.’ And I 
continued to rap and rap and rap until I got 
it right,” Dessa said. 

“And I learned it, but I’d loved to have not 
had to have sat in a Festiva for six hours.”

Airline fines a victory for passengers

om the better late than never file: 

) Dae federal government last month 

imposed its first penalties ever 

against the airline industry for a runway 
delay incident. Will wonders never cease? 

These nightmarish episodes, in which 
passengers are left stranded in an aircraft 
for hours on end without being allowed to 
leave, have been going on for years. Every 
new instance prompts an outcry from the 
public but usually produces little more than 
a stern tsk-tsk from airline regulators. 

The industry has promised to clean up 
its act, but absent a penalty there has been 
little incentive to improve performance. 
This time, however, the Transportation 
Department fined three airlines $175,000 
for leaving 47 passengers stranded in a jet 
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overnight in Rochester, Minn., in August. 

The agency said Continental Airlines 
and a regional affiliate had deceived pas- 
sengers by failing to live up to a promise 
on the airline Web site to let passengers 
exit the plane within three hours when fac- 
ing an extended delay. Continental and its 
affiliate had the nerve to claim that such 
promises aren’t enforceable, but they each 
agreed to pay $50,000 anyway. 

A third airline acting as ground handler 
for the stranded flight, Mesaba, agreed to 
pay a fine of $75,000 for its role in the inci- 
dent. The hapless passengers were Kept on 
the plane from 12:30 a.m. to 6 a.m. despite 
pleas to be allowed to leave. 

Transportation Secretary Ray LaHood 
called the fines “a signal to the rest of the 
airline industry that we expect airlines to 
respect the rights of air travelers.” Those

are encouraging words for passengers, es- 
pecially at the start of the holiday travel 
season, but there’s a better way to put an 
end to this outrageous behavior by airlines: 
enacting a national set of standards to keep 
this from happening again.

Scientists: Red snapper 
recovering in Gulf 


NEW ORLEANS — Fish- 

ermen are reeling in big- 
ger and more mature red snapper 
— a sign that the overfished spe- 
cies is beginning to recover and 
tight regulations can be relaxed a 
bit, according to a new analysis. 

Based on results of this year’s 
annual survey of red snapper, re- 
leased in New Orleans, a panel of 
scientists recommended allowing 
fishermen to catch more of the 
fish starting next year. The Gulf 
of Mexico Fishery Management 
Council, which sets fishing limits, 
will vote on the recommendation 
in February. 

Roy Crabtree, the regional ad- 
ministrator for the National Marine 
Fisheries Service, said the assess- 
ment showed that overfishing has 
ended, but not that “red snapper 
has been rebuilt or recovered.” 

He said fishermen could expect 
quotas and catch limits on red 
snapper to be increased. 


Man reported car 
problems before crash 


CA SAN DIEGO — A cus- 


tomer complained of gas- 
pedal problems with a dealership’s 
loaner Lexus three days before the 
same car accelerated out of control 
and killed a California Highway 
Patrol officer and three family 
members, a report said. 

Frank Bernard, 61, told inves- 
tigators he told a receptionist at 
the El Cajon dealership that the 
gas pedal on the Lexus ES350 was 
sticking under the floor mat, the 
same problem that led to the deadly 
crash three days later on Aug. 28, 
said the report from the San Diego 
County Sheriff’s Department. 

Bernard said he was worried the 
receptionist didn’t understand him 
and emphasized the problem. 

“T think the mat caused it,” Ber- 
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nard remembered saying. “You 
need to tell someone.” 

The receptionist, Jessica Mar- 
tin-Dunleavy, first told investiga- 
tors she did not remember Bernard 
or any complaints, according to the 
report. In a subsequent interview 
she said she remembered an older 
couple saying the mat forced the 
car to accelerate. 


1 shot in fight at 
Baltimore hotel 


il BALTIMORE — One 

man was shot in the 
face and another was severely 
beaten when a fight erupted early 
in the morning during a birthday 
party at a downtown Baltimore 
hotel, police said. 

A woman had rented two ad- 
joining hotel rooms for a birthday 
party with about 20 young adults 
when a fight broke out between two 
19-year-old men, Raymond Wood- 
land and Marquis Johnson, police 
said. It’s unclear what started the 
fight, Baltimore police spokesman 
Anthony Guglielmi said. 

Guglielmi said Woodland pulled 
out a Tech-9 semiautomatic ma- 
chine pistol and fired one shot, 
striking Johnson in the face. Then 
two of Johnson’s friends took the 
gun, held Woodland down and se- 
verely beat him, police said. 

Woodland was in critical condi- 
tion, while Johnson was in serious 
condition and expected to survive, 
Guglielmi said.

NEW YORK — A New

abortion. 

Police say Kisha Jones of Brook- 
lyn used a doctor’s prescription 
pad to order the medication, then 
phoned the victim pretending to be 
from her obstetrician’s office. 

The woman fell for the trick, took 
the drug and went into labor, au- 
thorities said. The baby was born 
two months early but survived. 

Jones then tried again, accord- 
ing to prosecutors. 

They said that, posing as the ba- 
by’s mother, she sent a man to the 
hospital with bottles of tainted liq- 
uid, saying it was breast milk, and 
instructed nurses to feed it to the 
baby. Hospital staff grew suspi- 
cious and called police 

Jones, 31, was arraigned on 
charges including forgery, posses- 
sion of stolen property and assault. 


$350M grant awarded 
for ‘clean’ coal plant 


ODESSA — The federal 

Department of Energy 
has awarded a $350 million grant 
to a company that plans to build 
a more environmentally friendly 
coal-fired plant in West Texas. 

Summit Texas Clean Energy 
LLC of Bainbridge Island, Wash., 
is pitching a $1.7 billion plant ca- 
pable of producing 400 megawatts, 
enough to power 400,000 homes. 

The department announced its 
decision recently, two years after 
the Midland-Odessa area lost out 
on a similar project called Future- 
Gen. Officials used the legwork 
from that proposal to boost their 
latest bid. 

Summit has said its plant would 
capture about 90 percent of the 
carbon dioxide produced in coal- 
fired plants. The captured green- 
house gases would be sold to help 
the drilling process in the oil-rich 
Permian Basin.

Kaiser to pay $3.75M 
in false billing case 


C SAN FRANCISCO — 

Four Kaiser health care 
companies have agreed to pay 
$3.75 million to settle allegations 
they improperly billed for teaching 
physicians’ services. 

Federal prosecutors said from 
1996 through 2002 Kaiser falsely 
billed Medicare and Medicaid 
for services the companies said 
had been provided by teaching 
physicians. 

The government alleges the 
services were actually provided 
by resident physicians without a 
teaching physician’s supervision. 

Kaiser voluntarily disclosed the 
misconduct to the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Health and Human Ser- 
vices Office. 


Oysters recalled after 
diners get sick 


AUSTIN — State officials 

have recalled all oysters 
harvested from San Antonio Bay 
on the Texas coast after people in 
two other states were sickened by 
norovirus after consuming them. 

Oysters harvested in the bay be- 
tween Nov. 16 and 25 are included 
in the recall, the Texas Depart- 
ment of State Health Services said. 
Consumers were being told to dis- 
pose of them. 

The Texas agency received re- 
ports that about a dozen people in 
North Carolina and South Caroli- 
na have gotten sick with norovirus 
after consuming the oysters. State 
health officials in those states, with 
assistance from the U.S. Centers 
for Disease Control and Preven- 
tion, are investigating. 

Noroviruses are a group of vi- 
ruses that cause gastroenteritis. 
Norovirus typically is not life 
threatening and does not gener- 
ally cause long-term effects. There 
have been no reports of sickness in 
Texas due to the oysters. 


$460K bid gets 1860 
Pony Express envelope 


NEW YORK — Arare en- 

velope postmarked on the 
first day of the Pony Express has 
been sold for $460,000 in a public 
auction in New York. 

The envelope was among 63 Pony 
Express items sold on by Robert A. 
Siegel Auction Galleries. 

It’s one of three Known surviv- 
ing covers postmarked April 3, 
1860, the day the service began 
carrying mail by horseback across 
the continental U.S. 

The collection of stamps and en- 
velopes was owned by 88-year-old 
Thurston Twigg-Smith, the pub- 
lisher of The Honolulu Advertiser 
in Hawaii from 1961 to 1993. 

The entire collection sold for $4 
million. 

The Pony Express lasted 19 
months, shuttling mail 1,900 miles 
between Missouri and California. 
It became obsolete with the first 
transcontinental telegraph in Oc- 
tober 1861. 


Mountaintop mining 
fight gains ground slowly 


MORGANTOWN — 
Mountaintop removal 
mining seems tailor-made to stoke 
national public outrage, but en- 
vironmentalists who oppose the 
practice have yet to mobilize mil- 
lions in the fight. 
They’ve made major gains the 
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past year, persuading regulators 
and politicians to take a closer 
look. 

But consumers who are plugged 
in to affordable electricity are not 
debating mountaintop mining at 
the dinner table.

Tucson man dies after 
parachuting from tower 


CASA GRANDE — Au- 

thorities say a Tucson 
man has died after parachuting 
from a cell phone tower at night 
and hitting high-voltage power 
lines. 

Pinal County sheriff’s Lt. Ta- 
matha Villar says Darrell Du- 
nafon, 23, and two friends broke 
into a cell tower site about 30 
miles south of Phoenix and were 
parachuting off the approximately 
400-foot-tall antennae. 

Dunafon’s parachute became 
tangled in nearby 12,000-volt 
power lines and he was shocked 
with a live wire. 


Blackfeet sign oil 
exploration agreement 


MT BROWNING — An of- 

ficial says the Blackfeet 
Tribe in northwestern Montana 
has signed the largest oil explo- 
ration agreement in the tribe’s 
history. 

Oil and Gas Manager Grinnell 
Day Chief says the tribe signed 
an agreement with Houston-based 
Newfield Production Co. to allow 
test wells in the middle of the 
reservation. 

Day Chief says the company will 
be drilling horizontal wells into 
the Bakken Formation and other 
formations. 

New drilling technology has 
made the Bakken Formation one 
of the nation’s hottest oil explora- 
tion areas in recent years. 

Day Chief declined to give the 
dollar amount of the agreement. 
But he says it’s larger than a $5 
million agreement the tribe signed 
with another company. 


End near for historic 
Rock of Ages church 


ST. PAUL — The end 

is near for the Rock of 
Ages. The historic but structur- 
ally unsound Frogtown church 
was declared a nuisance building 
earlier this year by the city of St. 
Paul. 

The small congregation that 
owns the building, Rock of Ages 
Missionary Baptist Church, lacks 
the money to fix it, a project es- 
timated to cost from $250,000 to 
well over $1 million. 

So the city has hired a contrac- 
tor to tear down the building, 
which has been vacant for about 
four years, before it falls down. 

Preliminary work for the de- 
molition has begun. City officials 
expect the building to be gone by 
mid-January. 

It’s a sad end for a house of wor- 
ship that served in three centuries, 
survived a fire and housed five 
different congregations reflect- 
ing the changing demographics 
of the Frogtown neighborhood.

Lakers taking full advantage 
of home-friendly schedule

LOS ANGELES — Ron Artest 
kicked off the Los Angeles Lak- 
ers’ decisive rally by harassing 
Amare Stoudemire to the limits 
of legality until Phoenix’s big 
man coughed up the ball in the 
backcourt. Kobe Bryant then 
drove the lane, and Stoudemire 
moved over an instant too late to 
draw a charge. 

Although the Lakers always 
seemed a bit quicker and slicker 
in a 108-88 victory over the Suns 
on Sunday night, the defending 
NBA champions realize their 
nine-game winning streak almost 
carries an asterisk, what with the 
unfair advantages of their home- 
heavy early-season schedule. 

Bryant scored 26 points and 
Artest added 15 points and five 
steals as the Lakers raced away 
from Phoenix in the second half. 
Eight of their nine straight victo- 
ries have come at home, where 
the Lakers play 17 of their first 21 
overall. 

More than 40 percent of the Lak- 
ers’ home games for the season 
will be finished by Friday. That’s 
why nobody in purple and gold is 
getting too excited about the first 
quarter of the season, even after 
a second impressive victory over 
the Lakers’ closest competitors in 
the Pacific Division. 

“No partying at all,” said Pau 
Gasol, who scored 14 points. “We 
understand we have so many 
home games together. I want 
to see us do this on the road in 
tougher situations against teams 
that are ready to play. Right now 
we’re in good shape, but we’ve 
still got a long way to go.” 

Two nights after Bryant banked 
in a three-pointer at the buzzer in 
a one-point victory over Miami, 
the Lakers didn’t need another 
lucky shot. They made a 15-1 run 
late in the third quarter keyed by 
Artest’s defense, holding Phoenix 
without a field goal for 32 min- 
utes while jumping to a 23-point 
lead. 

The well-rested Lakers im- 
proved to an NBA-best 16-3 with 
their second home victory in 24 
days over road-weary Phoenix, 
which got 18 points and eight

GLENDALE, Ariz. — If the Minnesota 
Vikings want to play in the next Super 
Bowl, they probably should figure out how 
to beat the teams that were in the last one. 

Kurt Warner outplayed Brett Favre in a 
battle of old-timers and Arizona’s defense 
shut down Minnesota’s running game in 
the Cardinals’ 30-17 victory over the Vi- 
kings on Sunday night. 

It was just the Vikings’ second loss of 
the season. The other came against Pitts- 
burgh, the team that beat Arizona in last 
February’s Super Bowl. 

Minnesota defensive end Jared Allen 
looked forward to a possible rematch with 
the Cardinals in the playoffs. 

“T’m not going to take anything away 
from them,” he said, “but do I think if we 
meet them again it’s a different outcome? 
Absolutely.” 

Warner threw for 285 yards and three 
touchdowns — two to Anquan Boldin and 
one to Larry Fitzgerald — as Arizona re- 
bounded from last week’s last-second loss 
at Tennessee. 

“It’s a middle-of-the-season game and

it doesn’t have a lot of bearing in the big 
picture, but it gives you confidence moving 
forward to think that we can play with any- 
body,” said Warner, who was walking gin- 
gerly after taking a shot to the hip on his 
last play. “We can play with the big dogs. 
The key for us is to show up like that every 
week.” 

Favre set an NFL record for consecutive 
appearances, but game No. 283 in a row was 
no night to remember for him or the rest of 
the Vikings (10-2). Favre, with just three 
interceptions in the first 11 games, was 
picked off twice and sacked three times. 

“T made some decisions that I haven’t 
made up to this point,” he said, “and I’m 
disappointed about it.” 

Even more startling, Arizona (8-4) held 
Adrian Peterson to a season-low 19 yards 
in 13 carries and outrushed Minnesota 
113-62. 

“We didn’t have ‘it’ tonight,’ Vikings 
coach Brad Childress said. 

The victory, coupled with San Francis- 
co’s loss at Seattle, gives Arizona a three- 
game lead in the NFC West. The Cardinals 
can clinch the division title with a victory at 
San Francisco a week from Monday night. 


Minnesota is 2'!/2 games up on Green Bay in 
the NFC North. The Packers, who have lost 
twice to the Vikings, were at home against 
Baltimore on Monday night. 

Favre had two touchdown passes, but the 
second, a 31-yarder to Percy Harvin, came 
with 1:20 to go and the game out of reach. 
Favre was 30-of-45 for 275 yards. 

“I’m pretty sure everybody is going to 
talk about what Brett Favre did wrong,” 
Dockett said, “how Brett did this wrong 
and that wrong, but not talk about how our 
defense stood up today. We’re going to stay 
humble, though, because we are going to 
play that team again.” 

Things got worse for the Vikings when 
linebacker E.J. Henderson broke his leg 
late in the game. Childress said the injury 
would require surgery. 

Warner, rarely under pressure, was 22- 
of-32 with no interceptions and no sacks. 
Fitzgerald caught eight passes for 143 
yards, Boldin seven for 98. 

A year ago, Peterson had 165 yards on 
the same field as Minnesota routed Ari- 
zona 35-14.

Warner threw for 200 yards in the first 
half as the Cardinals took a 21-10 lead at 
the break, then the defense took over. 

Karlos Dansby and Michael Adams each 
intercepted passes off Favre in the third 
quarter to set up field goals by Neil Rack- 
ers that put Arizona up 27-10. Favre had 
his first multiple interception game of the 
season. 

Warner sat out last week’s game with 
post-concussion symptoms, snapping a 
string of 41 straight starts, but he had prac- 
ticed all week and said he was feeling much 
better. His game certainly didn’t suffer. 

“We had a really good talk last night at 
the hotel about some of the offensive pack- 
age things we were going to do,” Arizona 
coach Ken Whisenhunt said. “We felt that 
it was going to be good for us, and it was.” 

Minnesota failed to get pressure on 
Warner even though the Cardinals were 
without starting left tackle Mike Gandy, 
who was replaced by Jeremy Bridges. It 
snapped a string of 21 consecutive starts 
for Arizona’s offensive line.

Long plays lift Giants over Cowboys

EAST RUTHERFORD, N.J. 
— Brandon Jacobs’ sensational 
touchdown left nearly everyone 
in the stadium breathless. Except 
the New York Giants’ bruising 
running back, that is. 

Displaying his speed and ver- 
satility, Jacobs galloped 74 yards 
for the go-ahead touchdown in 
New York’s 31-24 victory over 
Dallas on Sunday that scrambled 
the NFC East standings. The lon- 
gest play of his five NFL seasons 
also was the most satisfying. 

“When you’re running that 
route, you don’t see that much,” 
Jacobs said. “As soon as I turned, 
I caught the ball, and I never 
looked back as I headed upfield. 

“I was looking to get 15 to 20 
yards. I had no idea I would go 
the distance.” 

Was he winded by the end? 

“I was good,” he said, “able to 
celebrate and talk trash.” 

A lot of talking goes on when 
these intense division rivals meet. 
Jacobs knew full well it was the 
first time in his career the Giants 
swept the Cowboys during the 
regular season. 

“It’s the biggest play of my ca- 
reer,” he said. “It’s extra special 
against Dallas. That’s absolutely 
a team I can’t stand. I’ve been 
hating Dallas ever since I knew 
anything about football.” 

The thing to know about foot- 
ball in the NFC East is that it’s a 
three-team race with a month to 
go. Dallas is 8-4, tied with Phila- 
delphia at the top. New York is 
7-5. 

Next week, the Giants host the 
Eagles, who already have a head- 
to-head victory over New York. 
Dallas has a victory over Philly.

“It’s good to see that when you 
put some pressure on us and we 
needed to get something going, 
we were able to come out and do 
some things and win the game,” 
quarterback Eli Manning said. 

For Dallas, the questions about 
folding in December will be 
raised again. Quarterback Tony 
Romo is 5-9 in the month, and 
even a career-high in passing 
yardage couldn’t prevent another 
defeat. 

New York won despite huge stats 


for Dallas tight end Jason Witten, 
wide receivers Roy Williams and 
Miles Austin, and Romo. Witten 
included his 500th career catch 
among a career-best 14 recep- 
tions for 156 yards. Romo went 
41-of-55 for 392 yards, a career 
high, and three TDs, two to Roy 
Williams. Austin had 10 catches 
for 104 yards and one touchdown. 

“We’ve got to challenge our- 
selves and find a way to play,” 
Witten said. “We have to get back 
to it and forget all this December 


stuff. I’m not trying to avoid it or 
Say it’s not true. We’ve got to put it 
away. You let another one slip and 
you’re really in trouble.” 

Jacobs’ touchdown was the Gi- 
ants’ longest play of the season 
— for about 14 minutes. Then 
Domenik Hixon broke a 79-yard 
punt return. 

Hixon clinched the victory as 
he ran into a pile, got free, cut 
right and down the sideline be- 
hind a stream of solid blocks. 

“It’s a credit to the 10 guys up 
front,” Hixon said. “They knew 
we were close, and today we fi- 
nally broke it. 

“Every time I get on the field, 
I have the mindset of taking it all 
the way.” 

Dallas led 17-14 after Williams’ 
second TD reception, a 5-yarder 
off superb play-action by Romo. 
New York answered with Jacobs 
and, following Nick Folk’s miss of 
a 42-yard field goal in the fourth 
quarter, Lawrence Tynes’ 23- 
yard kick for a 24-17 lead. 

And then Hixon finished off 
the Cowboys — even though Dal- 
las had the ball for nearly 39 min- 
utes. The Giants’ ability to grab 
big chunks of yards and quick 
points was decisive. 

“We gave up big plays we don’t 
normally give up,” coach Wade 
Phillips said. “They didn’t com- 
plete that many passes, but the 
ones they did were big plays for 
them.” 

The Cowboys dominated pos- 
session in the first half, if not 
the scoreboard. They grabbed a 
10-0 lead on Folk’s 34-yard field 
goal and Williams’ 4-yard TD 
reception that was set up by two 
fumbles.

It’s ‘Bama vs. Texas in title game

There were five undefeated teams and only 
two spots in the title game. 

Alabama and Texas came out winners in 
that bit of BCS math, while TCU, Cincinnati 
and Boise State were left with nice consola- 
tion prizes. 

The imperfect method of choosing a na- 
tional champion paired top-ranked Alabama 
against No. 2 Texas in the BCS title game — a 
Jan. 7 meeting that will bring together Heis- 
man Trophy hopefuls Colt McCoy of the Long- 
horns and Mark Ingram of the Crimson Tide. 

And, of course, Sunday’s bowl bids also pro- 
duced plenty of fodder for second-guessing. 

No. 3 TCU, No. 4 Cincinnati and No. 6 Boise 
State also finished undefeated. All three were 
included in the BCS, but none will play for 
the championship — a predictable result that 
will renew the annual debate about college 
football’s way of determining the best team in 
the land. 

“We absolutely recognize that there were 
five undefeated teams that had very good sea- 
sons, and the fact is, only two could play in the 
game,” BCS executive director Bill Hancock 
said. 

Seeking its first national title since 1992, 
Alabama opens as a three-point favorite for 
the game at the Rose Bowl in Pasadena, Calif. 
That’s the place where Vince Young almost 
single-handedly led Texas to a victory over 
Southern California in 2006 to claim the na- 
tional title. 

The other BCS matchups: Oregon against 
Ohio State in the Rose Bowl; Iowa against 
Georgia Tech in the Orange; Florida against 
Cincinnati in the Sugar and TCU against 
Boise State in the Fiesta. 

The TCU-Boise State game also will pit a 
pair of undefeateds against each other — two 
teams from small conferences that don’t al- 
ways get automatic spots in the BCS. This is 
the first time in BCS history that two of the 
small schools have been selected. Both should 
be expected to use the title-game snub as 
motivation. 

“We’re here to prove a point,” TCU coach 
Gary Patterson said. “I voted for us No. 2 in 
polls today when we voted. We believe we have 
a great football team and we’re out to show we 
could be the No. 1 team in the nation.” 

The Longhorns (13-0) have been on both

sides of the BCS debate. 

Just last year, their chances for a national 
title were squashed when they lost a three- 
way tiebreaker for the Big 12 South title. 

This time, Texas defeated Nebraska 13-12 
in the Big 12 title game to secure its spot in the 
national championship, though the less-than- 
dominating performance certainly left things 
open for debate. 

Still, there was a big gap between Texas and 
TCU in the BCS rankings, the coaches’ poll 
and The Associated Press poll, which is not 
included in the BCS formula. The AP awards 
its own national championship. 

Alabama, meanwhile, got 113 yards rushing 
and three touchdowns from Ingram to defeat 
Florida 32-13 in the SEC championship game, 
an overwhelming victory over the defending 
national champion that made the Tide (13-0) 
an easy choice for No. 1. 

But is anything really clear-cut when it 
comes to the BCS? 


“The system put us in the game,” Texas 
coach Mack Brown said. “We were told for 
the last three weeks if we won, we’d be in the 
game. We did that.” 

Not by much, though. 

It took a 46-yard field goal from Hunter 
Lawrence with no time left to lift the Long- 
horns to the victory over Nebraska. Now it’s 
Brown, formerly known for not being able 
to parlay all that Texas talent into a national 
title, who’s a victory away from taking his sec- 
ond in five years. 

Alabama, meanwhile, is in the midst of a 
resurgence brought about by Nick Saban, who 
three years ago took over a program in turmoil 
and now has the faithful believing again. 

“There’s so much tradition and so much 
passion,” Saban said. “There are great ex- 
pectations for what people like to accomplish 
around here, and it’s a feeling of tremendous 
self-gratification for everyone involved in the 
program.” 


Ole Miss, Oklahoma St. open new Cotton Bowl

The first Cotton Bowl in its new 
$1.2 billion home will match a 
couple of former Oklahoma State 
Cowboys quarterbacks turned 
coaches. 

Mississippi and coach Houston 
Nutt will face No. 21 Oklahoma 
State and coach Mike Gundy on 
Jan. 2 in the first Cotton Bowl at 
Cowboys Stadium in Arlington, 
Texas. 

After playing quarterback for 
Jimmy Johnson in _ Stillwater, 
Okla., Nutt also was a wide re- 
ceivers coach for the Cowboys 
when Gundy was the QB. 

“My first memory of Mike 
Gundy was right in the very first 
two-a-days we noticed a guy who 


was pretty confident stepping into 
that huddle,” Nutt said. “Once he 
got a chance as a true freshman 
— he took over about midway 
through — we knew we wanted 
one person in that huddle and it 
was Mike Gundy.” 

Among the other games with 
marquee matchups are the Capi- 
tal One Bowl in Orlando, Fla., 
which will pit No. 13 LSU against 
No. 11 Penn State. 

The Chick-fil-a Bowl in Atlanta 
on New Year’s Eve matches No. 12 
Virginia Tech and Tennessee, re- 
turning to the postseason in Lane 
Kiffin’s first season as coach. 

Florida State’s Bobby Bowden 
will coach his final game before 
retirement at the Gator Bowl, 
facing West Virginia, the school 


he led before taking over the 
Seminoles. 

The Holiday Bowl in San Diego 
on Dec. 30 matches Nebraska, 
which came up just short in its bid 
to upset Texas in the Big 12 title 
game, against Arizona. 

For the first time since 2001, 
Southern California will not fin- 
ish its season in the BCS. USC (8- 
4) after losing its regular-season 
finale to Arizona, will head north 
to San Francisco to take on Bos- 
ton College in the Emerald Bowl 
on Dec. 26. 

Sun Bow!: Stanford (8-4) will 
be making its first bowl appear- 
ance in eight years at the Sun 
Bowl against Oklahoma (7-5). 

EagleBank Bowl: Temple (9- 
3) will play either Army (5-6) or 


UCLA (6-6) in the EagleBank 
Bowl on Dec. 29 at RFK Stadium 
in the nation’s capital. 

Temple’s opponent is contin- 
gent on the outcome of the Army- 
Navy game to be played Saturday 
in Philadelphia. If Army beats 
Navy, the Cadets will play in 
their first bowl game since 1996.

Bids: Fiesta takes two undefeateds

A: The Horned Frogs spent the 
second half of their season pum- 
meling the opposition. TCU won 
its last six games by an average of 
32 points, including routs of Utah 
and BYU. The Frogs look like a 
team that can compete with any 
opponent. 

Q: What is Cincinnati’s best ar- 
gument for being in the champi- 
onship game? 

A: The Big East’s relative 
strength compared to the Big 
12. That, combined with the 
Bearcats’ victory at Oregon State 
and one of the best offenses in the 
country. 

Q: What is Boise State’s best 
argument for being in the cham- 
pionship game? 

A: The Broncos don’t have a 
case. Since beating Oregon they 
have spent the rest of the season 


playing teams that range from 
slightly above-average (Fresno 
State and Nevada) to terrible (San 
Jose State, Hawaii, Utah State 
and Tulsa), with more terrible 
opponents than slightly above-av- 
erage ones. 

Q: Wasn't Boise State supposed 
to get shut out of the BCS once 
TCU earned an automatic bid? 

A: Only one team from a con- 
ference without an automatic bid 
can earn an automatic bid by fin- 
ishing in the top 12 of the final 
BCS standings. TCU locked that 
up. Conventional wisdom was the 
Broncos would get shut out like 
last year because the bowls aren’t 
thrilled about inviting teams 
from those leagues — not big 
enough fan bases and not inter- 
esting enough to casual fans. But 
as marquee teams such as USC, 
Notre Dame and Miami accumu- 
lated losses, the Broncos became 


the only viable option. 

Q: Why did the Fiesta Bowl 
pair TCU and Boise State, two 
BCS busters? 

A: Because the other alterna- 
tive was Iowa against one of the 
two undefeated so-called outsid- 
ers, which is not much of an alter- 
native. Now the Fiesta Bowl can 
tout a game matching two unde- 
feated teams, something no BCS 
game other than the national title 
tilt has ever been able to do. 

“We see it as taking a large 
chunk out of the glass ceiling,” Fi- 
esta Bowl president John Junker 
said. 

Q: Aside from the champion- 
ship game, which BCS game is a 
must-watch? 

A: Hard to pass up Tim Tebow’s 
last college game. He _ should 
go out with a big performance 
against Cincinnati’s porous de- 
fense in the Sugar Bowl.

he Bowl Championship 
Series matchups are set 
and no matter how they 
play out, a postseason 
that begins with five unbeaten 
teams is guaranteed to end with 
more than one having a legiti- 
mate claim to the increasingly 
mythical national championship. 

So here’s a suggestion for those 
without a dog in any of those 
fights: Root for Texas congress- 
man Joe Barton instead. 

As a rule, fans should oppose 
making a federal case out of any 
matter that can be decided on 
a playing field. But because the 
BCS effectively controls college 
football’s postseason through its 
TV contracts, that won’t happen 
until 2014. Unless, that is, Bar- 
ton’s version of an end-around 
— a bill called the College Foot- 
ball Playoff Act of 2009 currently 
winding its way through a House 
subcommittee — makes it onto 
President Barack Obama’s desk 

“The president has told me 
directly that he’ll sign the bill,” 
Barton, a Republican, said in a 
recent interview. 

The measure would require the 
BCS to conduct a playoff, or else 
drop the word “championship” 
from its title to avoid violating 
truth-in-advertising statutes gov- 
erning interstate commerce. 

It’s a longshot, to be sure. But 
Barton is convinced he’ll have 
enough votes to get the bill out 
of committee and the full House, 
and into the Senate where Utah 
Republican Orrin Hatch, one of 
several senators sympathetic to 
the idea of a playoff, will pick up 
the ball. 

“Tt will happen,” Barton pre- 
dicted one more time, “the pres- 
sure is building.” 

But he wasn’t above offering 
the BCS a face-saving compro- 
mise first. 

“Just drop the word ‘champi- 
onship’ and call it the “Big-Time 
College Football Series, or the 
‘Dollar Maximization Series.’ 
Because the way it is now,” Bar- 
ton added, “you’re not telling the 
truth about what you are.” 

The BCS has had a problem 
with credibility since its inception 
as the Bowl Coalition nearly two 
decades ago. Its latest campaign 
to convince a skeptical public was 
a charm offensive built around a 
Facebook page and Twitter ac- 
count. Fans bombarded both with 
scorn, but that hasn’t stopped the 
BCS from trotting out the same 
talking points provided by a high- 
priced public-relations firm bare- 
ly a month ago. 

“We do feel like it’s working and 
college football is thriving,” new 
BCS executive director Bill Han- 
cock said during a conference call 
with reporters Sunday night to 
discuss the bowl matchups. “We 
recognize there are elements in 
each constituency that don’t like 
it, but the fact is, it has a consen-

sus. The critics, the playoff propo- 
nents, do not have a consensus.” 

The fact is the BCS doesn’t 
have a “consensus,” unless what 
Hancock meant is that nine out 
of 10 fans and an overwhelming 
majority of coaches and players 
oppose the way the organization 
goes about crowning a national 
champion. Playoff proponents 
would coalesce around a scheme 
that involves as few as two teams 
or as many as 16 and incorporates 
the current bowl system. 

“Start with 16 teams and eight 
bowls and do it that way, or go 
whole hog and include every 
bowl, or at least the 32 bowls that 
are out there,’ Barton said. “I 
don’t care. ... 

“They claim they’re about 
picking a national champion le- 
gitimately on the football field, 
and that’s flat disingenuous,” he 
added. “They’re about maximiz- 
ing revenue.” 

Not exactly, since a playoff, 
by some estimates, would make 
more money. What the BCS is 
really about is controlling how 
the money is divvied up. When 
a team from one of the six major 
conferences whose commission- 
ers rule the BCS appear in one of 
the big bowls, they split the purse 
with the teams in their league. 
When one of the teams from the 
five smaller conferences makes 
into a big bowl, the purse is split 
with members of all five leagues. 

“This should not be a political 
issue and yet, the only time that 
we’ve seen change is because 
there’s been threat of political 
intervention,” said Western Ath- 
letic Conference commissioner 
Karl Benson. “It’s not that the 
underrepresented conferences 
.. haven’t suggested change in 
the past. There just hasn’t been 
any leverage or any power with- 
in the system for us to mandate 
change.” 

But the threat of lawsuits forced 
the BCS to open the system up to 
those smaller conferences, which 
made it possible for TCU and 
Boise State to face each other in 
the Fiesta Bowl. Unfortunately, 
no matter which of the two unde- 
feated teams wins, their claim to 
the championship will be no more 
than a faint echo in the clamor 
surrounding the Texas-Alabama 
winner.

Lingering questions 


BCS matchups are set, 
but debate continues

Should Texas be in the cham- 
pionship game? What was the 
case for TCU or Cincinnati to join 
Alabama in Pasadena, Calif., on 
Jan. 7? And wasn’t Boise State 
supposed to get left out of the 
mix? The BCS often creates more 
questions than answers, so let’s 
try to clear up a few mysteries. 

Q. Why does Texas deserve to 
be in the championship game 
ahead of TCU, Cincinnati and 
Boise State? 

A: Texas started the season 
ranked No. 2 and never slipped 
below No. 3 in the polls. Critics 
will note that, as the season pro- 
gressed, the Longhorns’ résumé 
took some hits because the Big 12 
wasn’t as good this season as last. 
Texas has two victories against 
teams currently ranked in the 
Top 25 of the BCS standings or 
AP poll. TCU has two. Cincinnati 
has three. Boise State? Just one. 

Texas played a soft nonconfer- 
ence slate, its best victory coming 
over UCF. TCU won at Clemson. 
Cincinnati won at Oregon State. 
Boise State beat Oregon. 

But despite all that, Texas still 
played a substantially tougher 
overall schedule than any of the 
other three, according to both 
the NCAA’s rating and the Saga- 
rin computer rating. And while 
the Big 12 was down, it still rated 
much better than either the Moun- 
tain West Conference (where 
TCU plays) and Western Athletic 
Conference (Boise State’s league) 
in the Sagarin ratings. The Big 12 
did trail the Big East.

A: No. The Crimson Tide’s ré- 
sumé is impeccable. Alabama had 
three victories against currently 
ranked teams (Virginia Tech, 
LSU and Florida). Its schedule 
was rated fourth-toughest in the
